REPORT OF THE 

UNLAWFUL ACTIVITIES (PREVENTION) TRIBUNAL 
CONSISTING OF 

HON’BLE MR. JUSTICE KAILASH GAMBHIR, 
JUDGE, DELHI HIGH COURT 


1. In exercise of powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 (ActNo. 37 of 1967) (hereinafter referred to as the ‘Act’), viclc Notification No. 
S.O. 1678(E), dated 9th July, 2009, the Government of India has declared Dima Halam Daogah (Joel) f for 
short ‘DHD(J)’] as ‘Unlawful Association’. 

2. The Government ofindia came to the conclusion that DHD(J) was an Unlawtiil Association on the 
grounds that the said organisation along with all its factions, wings and front organisations have the aims and 
objectives of creation of a separate State for Dimasas comprising whole of North Cachar Hills Districts and 
adjoining Dimasa inhabited areas of Karbi Anglong, Cachar and Nagaon Districts of Assam and pails ol' 
Dimapur District ofNagaland and that for fulfilling the said objectives, DHD(J) has been indulging 
in unlawful and violent activities, including involvement in 21, 63, 55 & 52 violent incidents in the 
years 2006, 2007, 2008 & 2009 (upto 15th May, 2009) respectively, and killing of 24 persons 
(including 7 security forces), 63 persons (including 12 security forces), 58 persons (including 13) 
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security forces) and 25 persons (including 13 security forces) in the 
years 2006, 2007, 2008 & 2009 (upto 15^^ May, 2009) respectively. 
The Notification further noted that DHD (J), for fulfilling its objective 
of a separate State, has been:- 


(i) indulging in violent activities including killing of 
civilians and security force personnel; 

(ii) indulging in intimidation, extortion and endangering 
lives of innocent citizens including personnel of 
Government Departments, in addition to acts of 
kidnapping for ransom; 

(iii) attacking and threatening personnel engaged in the 

implementation of vital infrastructure and 

development projects, and industries in the State of 
Assam; 

(iv) attacking trains and railway stations in North Cachar 

Hills District of Assam thereby disrupting vital 
communications links in the sensitive and 

strategically important North Eastern Region of the 
country; 

(v) promoting enmity between communities and 
triggering ethnic violence and clashes among the 
Dimasas and Zemei Nagas in the North Cachar Hills 
district of Assam with serious adverse implications 
for the stability of the region; 


3. On the afore-noted grounds, the Central Government 

formed the opinion that the activities of DHD (J), for fulfil ling its 
objective, are detrimental to and disruptive of the territorial integrity of 
India, promote enmity between communities and seriously threaten the 
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security of the State and that the said organization is an unlawful 
association. It, thus, in exercise of powers conferred by sub-Section (1) 
of Section-3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967, 
declared the DHD (J) along with all its factions, wings and front 
organizations to be unlawful associations within the meaning of Section 
2(0) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967. 

4. Exercising powers conferred by sub-Section (1) of 

Section-5 of the Act, Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, 

vide Notification No. S.O. 2014(E) dated 6^'^ August, 2009 constituted 
this Tribunal for the purpose of adjudicating whether or not there were 
sufficient grounds for declaring DHD (J) as Unlawful Association and 
made reference to this Tribunal under the provisions of Section-4 of the 
Act. 

5. The reference w^as received by this Tribunal on 10^^ 

August, 2009. 

6 . Having received the reference, vide order dated 10^*^ 
August, 2009, this Tribunal listed the reference for preliminary hearing 
on 12^^ August, 2009. 

7. On 12^^' August, 2009, on consideration of the material 
placed on record by the Central Government, notice under sub-Section 
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(2) of Section-4 of the Act was issued to DHD (J) to Show Cause 
within 30 days as to why it not be declared unlawful. The notice was 
directed to be served upon DHD (J) by affixing a copy of the 
Notification to some conspicuous part of the office(sX if any, of the 
Association; by serving a copy of the Notification, wherever possible, 
on the principal office-bearers, if any, of the Association; by 
proclaiming by beat of drums or by means of loudspeakers, the 
contents of the Notification in the area in which the activities of the 
Association are ordinarily carried on; by making an announcement over 
the radio from the local or nearest broadcasting station of All India 
Radio; by pasting the Notification on the Notice Board of the office of 
the District Magistrate or the Tehsildar at the Headquarters of the 
District or the Tehsil, in which the principal office(s) of the Association 
is situated; and by publication in a National newspaper in English and 
in one vernacular newspaper of the respective States in which the 
activities of DHD (J) are ordinarily carried on 

8 . Pursuant to the directions given by the Tribunal, the State 

of Assam filed the affidavit of Mr. L. K. Das, ACS, Extra Assistant 
Commissioner, Government of Assam, Assam Bhavan, New Delhi, 
putting on record the factum of service of notice. Along with the said 
affidavit, copies of various notices through which the service was 
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effected were filed. It was stated on oath that the notice had been 
served through publication in two vernacular Assamese newspapers 
namely, ‘The Jansadharan’ and ‘Ajir Dainik Batori’ on 4'^ September, 
2009 and the local English newspaper, 'The Assam Tribune’ also on 4^*’ 
September, 2009. It was further stated that notices were duly telecast 
on television through Doordarshan Kendra, Guwahali on IT*’ 
September, 2009, and have also been served by way of beating of 
drums, announcement through loudspeakers in conspicuous 
places/bazaars besides being pasted at the offices of the District 
Magistrate/Tehsildar and the police stations. It was further stated that 
the said exercise had been carried out by the State of Assam in all the 
districts where DHD (J) has been carrying out its unlawful activities. 
On similar lines, an affidavit certifying the factum of service of notice 
was also filed on behalf of the Government of India, Ministry of Mome 
Affairs, by Sh. R.R. Jha, Director, Ministry of Home Affairs. 
Government of India, New Delhi. The affidavit on behalf of the 
Central Government was filed based on the information recei\ed by 
them from the State of Assam. 

9. On 7^’^ October, 2009, it was stated by learned counsel of 

the State of Assam that most of the members of DHD (J) were in hiding 
and, therefore, it was difficult to ascertain their whereabouts. He. 
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however, admitted that the chief of DHD (J), Mr. Joel Garlosa, is in 
their custody. It was, therefore, directed that steps be taken by the State 
of Assam to serve a personal notice on Mr. Joel Garlosa within 3 
weeks. In compliance with the said directions, an additional affidavit 
was filed by Mr. L. K. Das, stating that notice had been received by the 
said Mr. Joel Garlosa. 


10. On 26.11.2009, Mr. Bijon Kumar Mahajan along with Mr. 

Ahshad Chaudhury and Ms. Meena Rharkanger, appeared on behalf of 
DHD (J) as well as its Chairman, Mr. Joel Garlosa. It was submitted 
by Mr. Mahajan that the Chairman of DHD (J),-Mr. Joel Garlosa, had 
received the notice under Section 4(2) of the Act only on 17.10.2009 
but since he was in judicial custody, timely steps could not be taken to 
file the reply to the show cause notice. He sought one opportunity to 
file reply to the show cause notice which was objected to by the learned 
counsel representing the Central Government as also the State of 
Assam, on the ground that the mandatory period of 30 days stipulated 
under sub-Section (2) of Section^ of the Act had expired and that in 
the absence of any specific provision to condone the period of 
limitation and the inquiry being summary in nature, no opportunity 
should be granted to DHD (J) to file their reply at this stage. However, 
this Tribunal, taking into consideration the principles of natural justice. 
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granted the opportunity to learned counsel for DHD (J) to file their 


reply to the show cause notice. 


11. Reply on behalf of DHD (J) was filed during the course of 

proceedings on 26^*^ November, 2009. In the reply, it is, inter-alia, 
stated that the Association, if construed strictly, is presently not in 
existence as visualized in Section 41 of the Act, as the Association has 
already laid down all their arms and ammunitions in a ceremony held at 
Haflong on 2”^ October, 2009 and as such it cannot be said that the 
Association is continuing its activities as alleged in the Notification and 
as such the order declaring it as unlawful is liable to be revoked. It was 
further stated that the State Government as well as the Central 
Government have already initiated peace process with the Organization 
and all its members are residing in the designated camps set up and 
monitored by the State Government, excluding the ones who are in 
judicial custody since the ceremonial date of laying down the arms and 
ammunitions. It is further claimed that the Organization has already 
entered into Cease Fire Agreement with the Government of Assam and 
that the Organization has laid down all their arms and ammunitions. A 
copy of a certificate dated 1 f^ November, 2009 issued by the 
Additional Director General of Police, Special Branch, Assam, 
Guwahati to the effect that DHD (J) group has laid down their arms and 
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ammunitions in a ceremony held at Haflong on 2"^^ October, 2009 and 
416 cadres of the Organization excluding the cadres now in judicial 
custody in connection with criminal cases, have Joined in the 
designated camps in N. C. Hills, was filed along with the reply. Also 
enclosed with the reply is a copy of the ground rules formulated for 
peace process between the Government of Assam and the DHD (J). 


12. The State of Assam filed evidence by way of affidavits of 

the following officers:

13. The examination-in-chief of the witnesses was recorded 
and they were cross examined by the learned counsel representing 
DHD (J). 

14. The Central Government examined only one witness, viz. 
Mr. R.R. Jha, Director, Ministry of Home Affairs (PW-16), in support 
of the Notification. He was cross examined by Mr. Azim H. Laskar, 
Advocate representing DHD (J). 
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15. In opposition to the Notification, learned counsel for the 
DHD (J) filed three affidavits, viz. 

(1) Sh. D. Naiding, President, Dimasa Apex Body 
Central Committee; 

(2) Sh. Devojit Bathari, Members, DHD (J); and 

(3) Sh. Niranjan Hojai, Commander-in-Chief; DHD(J). 

16. However, on 16.12.2009, it was submitted by learned 
counsel for DHD (J) that even though he had cited three witnesses and 
had filed their evidence by way of affidavits, he did not press for the 
evidence of Sh. Niranjan Hojai and gave up the said witness. 
Examination-in-chief and cross examination of the remaining two 
witnesses, viz. Sh. Devojit Bathari (DW-1) and Sh. D. Naiding (DW-2) 
was recorded. 

17. The Central Government also placed on record 
comments/views, in sealed cover received from Central Security 
Organization and the Government of Assam in connection with 
declaring DHD (J) as an unlawful association under the provisions of 
the Act. 

18. PW-1, Mr. Anurag Tankha, Superintendent of Police, N. 
C. Hills District, has stated in his affidavit exhibit PW-1/1 that in his 
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district, members of DHD (J) are very active and they have been 
indulging in unlawful activities for the last several years. They are 
indulging in various subversive activities like explosion in public 
places, killing of innocent people/security forces including police 
personnel, kidnapping for ransom, attacks on vital installations and 
railways and extortion etc. He has further stated that such activities of 
the outfit are not only undermining the authority of the government but 
are also spreading terror among the people of the district. He has cited 
12 instances/cases in which members of DHD (J) are involved in 
unlawful activities. One of the incidents mentioned in the affidavit 
filed by PW-1 is relating to Case No. 33/2007 registered at PS 
Umrangso and was subsequently re-registered at PS Dehangi as Case 
No. 2/2008 dated 4.5.2008 under Section l20(B)/121/12l(A)/302/392 
IPC read with Section 27 of the Arms Act. In this case, on 4^^ June, 
2007 armed battalion sub-inspector, Mangkho Kuki of N. C, Hills 
along with one Section 8^^ APBn personnel were detailed for escort 
duty with Chief Executive Member, Pumendu Langthasa, and they 
went to Dehangi Longlai Hasnu Village at about 1 pm. When the said 
sub-inspector and his staff went to take meal in a nearby house at the 
village, the Chief Executive Member, Pumendu Langthasa and 
Executive Member, Nindu Langthasa, were shot dead by DHD (J) 
extremist and they snatched away one pistol from the deceased 
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Pumendu Langthasa. During the course of investigation, one Subrata 
Thausen @ Paiparaijg Dimasa'w^i arrested and his statement was 
recorded under Section 164 Cr.P.C^ A copy of the statement made by 
the said Subrata Thausen has been placed on record and marked ‘A’, 
wherein he has stated that he joined DHD (J) group in the month of 
June, 2005 and then onwards he has been working as a Publicity 
Secretary of DHD (J). The statement gives a detailed account of the 
unlawful activities indulged in by DHD (J) cadres and their 
involvement in extortion, kidnapping, killing of innocent people and 
other illegal activities. 

19. The other incident referred to by PW-1 relates to Case No. 

5/2008 under Section 120(B)/121/121(A)/148/149/353/382/302/307/ 

427 IPC read with Section 27 of the Arms Act. In this case on 1 
February, 2008, at about 4.50 pm, while the convoy of four vehicles, 
including two escort vehicles, were proceeding from Neepco Complex 
towards Kopili Power House for shifting duty, on their way some 
unknown extremists suddenly open fired upon the convoy. As a result 
four persons, viz. Hav. Ranjit Kumar Nath; C/598 Babul Uddin 
Choudhuri; Dinesh Gogoi; and Nale Limbu died on the spot and four 
other persons sustained bullet injuries. The extremists also snatched 
away one 7.62 SLR with one magazine and 18 rounds of 7.62 MM 
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ammunition and one Sten Carbine with 20 rounds of ammunition 
including magazine from the deceased police personnel. During the 
course of investigation, the statement of one, Debo Lai Garlosa @ 
Daniel Dimasa @ Dambrato was recorded, wherein he has stated that 
he was the Full Lieutenant of DHD (J) and was made Area Commander 
of Umrangsho from 28.12.2007. He further stated that DHD (J) had 
imposed on Neepco some terms and conditions but they did not fulfill 
the conditions. He further admitted that the attack at Kopili Power 
House on 1 L2.2008 was under his leadership and that he was assisted 
by 20 other members in this exercise. His statement has been proved 
on record as Ex. PW-l/lF. Certified copy of the FIR registered in this 
regard has also been placed on record and the same is Ex.PW-l/lD. 
During the course of investigation, seizures were effected by the 
investigating agency, which included 42 numbers of empty cases of AK 
series ammunition; 19 numbers of empty cases of 7.62 MM 
ammunition; 15 numbers of empty cases of M-16 Rifles ammunition; 
and 3 numbers of empty cases of 5.56 MM INS AS ammunition. 

20. In his examination-in-chief, PW-1 has further stated that 

on the basis of the investigation carried out in the various FIRs, it can 
be said that members of DHD (J) were actively involved in the cases 
cited by him. He has further stated that the activities of the members of 
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the said banned Organization primarily are that they indulge into 
attacking innocent people, putting a halt to the various development 
programmes in the region, spreading enmity between the different 
tribes of the said area, raising war against various government agencies. 
He has further stated that the banned organization is demanding a 
separate state for Dimasa Tribe and claiming areas where Dimasa 
Tribes are residing in general. 

21. In his cross-examination, the said PW-1 admitted that 
most of the FIRs did not contain either the name of the banned 
Organization or their members but volunteered that this is because of 
the fact that at the initial stage of registration of FIRs, one is not able to 
know the exact identity of the persons involved in the commission of 
the said crime. He further stated in his cross examination that they 
have received information from the intelligence agencies that some 
members of the outfit are still hiding in jungles with illegal arms and 
ammunitions. 

22. PW-2, Sh. Prasanta Kumar Bhuyan is the Superintendent 
of Police, Cachar District. He has filed his affidavit exhibit PW-2/1 
stating that in his district the members of DHD (J) are frequently 
trespassing from across the border, i.e. North Cachar Hills and indulge 
in various subversive activities like killing of innocent people, extortion 
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etc. He has stated that such activities of the outfit are not only 
undermining the authority of the Government of India but are also 
spreading terror and panic among the common civilian people. He has 
cited three incidents relating to this district in which members of DHD 
(J) are found to be involved in unlawful activities. A reference is made 
to Case No. 189/2007 under Section 121/121 (A)/122/123/448, 326, 
307, 302 IPC read with Section 25(I)(a)/ 27 Arms Act read with .Section 
10/13 Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, wherein on 21.7.2007, at 
about 2 am, a group of DHD (J) cadres came to the village of Langla 
Cherra under PS Lakhipur, Distt. Cachar and entered into the 
abandoned house of one Sh. Jagadish Chandra Burman and opened fire 
upon DHD (Nunisa) cadres, as a result of which Rocket Dimasa @ 
Rahidao Longmailai and Bongrang Dimasa @ Sameer Khersa died on 
the spot while one person sustained bullet injury. It is claimed that 
from the investigation of the case, it appears that DHD (J) group was 
involved in the aforesaid incidents, however, their specific cadres 
involved in the incident could not be traced. It is claimed that evidence 
and material collected during investigation clearly manifests the 
involvement of DHD (J) as a group. The other two cases cited by the 
witness are Case No. 80/2007 under Section 121/121(A)/122/385 IPC, 
PS Lakhipur and Case No. 207/20.07 under Section 120(B)/12l/l21(A)/ 
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122/123/302 IPC read with Section 27 of Arms Act and Section 10/13 
of Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act. 

23. The other case cited by PW-2 is FIR No. 80/2007 under 

Section 121/121(A)/122/385 IPC wherein the DHD (J) had raised an 
extortion demand of Rs.5 lacs each from five businessmen having their 
shops at Hari Nagar Bazaar. In this matter, one Mr. Badal Das lodged 
an FIR at PS Lakhipur stating that on the morning of 2.4.2007 he found 
a bundle of envelops lying inside his gate. The bundle contained five 
envelops addressed to (1) Shelly Dey; (2) Nripendra Dey; (3) Gouri 
Dey; and (4) Bhaskar Bhattacharjee and one envelop in his own name. 
On going through the letters in the envelops he found that DHD (J) 
extremists demanded Rs.5 lacs from each of them within 15.4.2007 on 
the letter head of DHD (J). During the course of investigation the 
statement of the witnesses were recorded and the same have been 
placed on record and exhibited as Ex. PW-2/1H, PW-2/II, PW-2/1J, 
PW-2/IK, and PW-2/1L. The extortion letters addressed to the 
complainant and the other businessmen were also seized during the 
course of investigation and the same have also been placed on record. 
Subsequent to this incident, on 7.8.2007 at about 7.45 pm, a group of 7- 
8 extremists wearing army dresses and having arms with them appeared 
in the shop of Nripendra Dey of Hari Nagar Bazaar and started 
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indiscriminate firing as a result of which four persons died on the spot. 

The said incident is alleged to have taken place for demand of DHD (J) 
for Rs.5 lacs not having been met. Case FIR No. 207/2007 under 
Section 120(B)/121/121(A)/122/ 123/302 IPC read with Section 27 
Arms Act and Section 10/13 of Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act 
was registered at PS Lakhipur and during the course of investigation 
five numbers of empty cartridges of A.K were seized. The seizure list 
is placed on record as Ex. PW-2/1R. 

24. In his cross-examination, PW-2 admitted that in none of 
the cases there is any reference to their demand for the separate State 
for Dimasa people. He further stated in his cross-examination that the 
deposition made by him to the effect that members of DHD (J) demand 
a separate State is based on intelligence inputs received by them from 
time to time and also having known the aims and objects of the said 
outfit. 

25. PW-3, Mr. David Neitham is the Superintendent of Police, 
Hamren Police District, Karbi Anglong, Assam. He has filed his 
affidavit by way of evidence exhibit PW-3/1 stating that in the Hamren 
Police District, the members of DHD (J) are very active and they have 
been indulging in large scale unlawful and violent activities 
undermining the authority of the government and spreading terror 
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among the people. He has cited two cases wherein involvement of 
members of DPID (J) has been found. The first case cited is Case No. 
42/2006 under Section 302/326/34 IPC read with Section 25(l-B)/27 
Arms Act read with Section 3 of E.S. Act. It is stated that on the night 
of 5.10.2006, it was reported to S. I. Gimbeswar Hazarika of PS Keroni 
by the residents of village Mujen that a group of about 15 DHD (J) 
cadres as well as United People’s Democratic Solidarity Cadres were 
taking shelter in the village. In the early hours of 6.10.2006, the 
concerned police party conducted an operation by cordoning the village 
and at that time the militant group opened indiscriminate fire upon the 
police party and they also lobbed hand grenade towards the police 
party. The militants managed to escape from the site during the 
encounter. One 10 years old girl and another person died during the 
firing. It is stated that seizures made in the case show that DHD (J) 
cadres were heavily armed. Amongst other things, Chinese made light 
hand grenade, one separate lead and tail bomb (which formed a part of 
the exploded hand grenade), six numbers of empty cases of AK 47 
were seized from the place of occurrence. The seizure memos have 
been placed on record and Ex. PW-3/1B, PW-3/IC, and PW-3/1D. It is 
claimed that investigations conducted so far clearly point towards the 
involvement of DHD (J) cadres in the said place. The other case cited 
by him is. Case No. 11/2008, PS Kheroni under Sections

120(B)/121/123/I71/365/326/302/307 IPC read with Section25(l-B)/27 
of Arms Act. He has also stated in his examination-in-chief that cadres 
of DHD (J) are involved in extortion/collecting taxes from the local 
people and killing innoceiu p x:‘pse. 

26. in his cross-exannnation. he has denied iiaving any 
knosvledge whether there C; atn iicxus between DHD (J) and United 
PeopIe' s Democrat c Soli darity. 

27. PW-4, Mr. Brajenjit Singha is the Superintendent of 
Railway Police, Govemment Railway Police District. He has filed his 
evidence by way of affidavit exhibit PW-4/1 stating that a portion ol 
his Govemment Railway Police District passes through the 
administrative district of N. C. Hills where members of DHD (J) are 
very active and they have been indulging in large scale unlawful 
activities by firing bullets on the running passenger and goods train, 
causing sabotage on the railway tracks, killing and injuring security 
personnel, innocent passengers and railway employees, disrupting rail 
transport in N. C. Hills district particularly during the last three years. 
He has cited 7 incidents as per records of the Government Railway 
Police District in which members of DHD (J) are stated to be involved. 
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28. One case cited by PW-4 relates to a case dated 25,3.2008 
where complainant Md. Sarfaraj Alam, ASM, Harangajao Railway 
Station, stated that on 24.3.2008, he went to toilet at 7.20 pm and heard 
sound of random gun firing coming from station side. He came to the 
station and found that on duty patrol man, Sri. M. Piliya, lying dead in 
front of ASM Chamber; Patrol Man, Sri K. C. Malakar, lying dead 
inside the ASM room and another unknown person lying dead outside 
Station Superintendent’s Room. Case FIR No. 15/2008 under Section 
120(B)/121/121(A)/302/427/34 IPC was registered at Badarpur 
Government Railway Police Station. During the course of 
investigation, 90 rounds of empty cartridges of INSAS Rifle and AK 
47; 2 numbers of empty cartridges; I SLR empty cartridge; and 2 
rounds of AK 47 rifles misfired cartridges were recovered. The seizure 
Memos have been placed on record and are exhibited as Ex. PW-4/1C 
and PW-4/1D. The statement of Superintendent of the Railway Station 
was also recorded and is Ex.PW-4/lF, wherein he has stated that the 
incident has been committed by the DHD (J) group. 

29. In his examination-in-chief, PW-4 has further stated that 
the aims and objectives of DHD (J) arc to create a separate State by 
violent means, criminal activities and by killing innocent people, 
railway security personnel and railway employees, attacking the trains 
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and railway stations and damaging the properties of railways etc. as 
well as disrupting the vital railway communications. He has further 
stated that the cases cited by him clearly show involvement of members 
ofDHD(J) 

30. In his cross-examination, PW-4 has admitted that there is 
no specific mention/involvement of DHD (J) in the cases cited by him 
but, prima-facie, going by the nature of incident, the involvement of 
DHD (J) is quite manifest. He has further stated in his cross- 
examination that during the investigation of the cases cited by him, the 
involvement of DHD (J) surfaced. 

31. PW-5 to PW-13 are the investigating officers who have 
investigated the cases referred to in the statements of PW-l to PW-4. 
There are no additional documents annexed to their affidavits and have 
relied on the documents filed by PW-l to PW-4. All the investigating 
officers have stated in their examination-in-chief that members of 
DHD(J) were found involved in the cases investigated by them. They 
have proved the affidavits filed by them, which are exhibited as 
Ex.PW-5/1, PW-6/1, PW-7/1, PW-8/1, PW-9/1, PW-10/1, PW-l 1/1, 
PW-l2/1 and PW-l3/1, respectively. In their cross-examination, they 
have admitted that the contents of their affidavits are based on case 


diaries. 
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32. PW-14, Sh. S. K. Roy is the Joint Secretary to the 

Government of Assam, Home & Political Department, Guwahati. He 
has filed his evidence by way of affidavit exhibited as Ex.PW-14/1 
stating that DHD (J) is actively indulging in unlawful and secessionist 
activities. He has stated that DHD was formed in the year 1994. Later, 
a faction thereof came under Cease Fire Agreement with the 
Government of India and the Government of Assam w.e.f. 1.1.2003 and 
the other faction led by Joel Garlosa gave rise to an outfit under the 
name and style of '‘Black Widow” in the year 2004 with the objective 
of formation of a full fledged “Dimasa Statehood, self governance, full 
autonomy, exclusive right of land and resources etc.” through armed 
struggle. Later the outfit changed its nomenclature to Dima Halom 
Daogah (Joel). The area of operation of the outfit includes the entire 
N.C. Hills district, and part of Karbi Anglong, Hamren, Cachar and 
Nagaon districts, apart from Government Railway Police District. I’his 
assertion is based on the interrogation statement of Mihir Barman @ 
Joel Garlosa, which has been placed on record and is exhibit PW- 
14/1 A. He has further stated that cadres of DHD (J) have been 
indulging in various unlawful activities in the district of N. C. Hills, 
Hamren, and in some part of Karbi Anglong, Cachar, Hamren and 
Nagaon districts with a view to disrupt peace, sovereignty and integrity 
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of India and to create a deep sense of insecurity amongst the people. It 
is claimed that during the period from 1.1.2006 to 11.8.2009, the 
DHD(J) activists have indulged in murder/killings of 216 people; 
injured 173 people; kidnapped 56 persons; and have indulged in 247 
cases of violence. A detailed chart showing district wise figures of 
incidents attributable to DHD (J) during this period has been placed on 
record and is exhibit PW-14/1C. PW-14 has further stated that the 

areas affected worst due to the unleashing of violence by DHD (J) are 
the two National Mega Projects in Core Economic Sector, i.e. V. G. 
Conversion Work in the Lumding-Silchar Sector and Four Lane 
National Highway construction besides Neepco and Vinay Cement in 
Umrangsho. To create panic amongst the persons, who were engaged 
in these sectors, the DHD (J) has uninterruptedly committed acts of 
violence like kidnapping, attack with arms, lobbing grenades and this 
has slowed down the work on these projects. It is claimed that these 
projects and the industry are money spinning machines for DHD (J). 
The cadres of DHD (J) are also stated to be involved in ethnic violence 
that erupted between the Dimasas and the Zemeis and with the 
intention of ethnic cleansing, the DHD (J) cadres torched many houses 
of Zemei Nagas and killed many of them. In this behalf, a certified 
true copy of excerpts on debriefing statement of Utpal Kemprai of 
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Village Damadi Hawar, PS Maibong, District N. C. Hills has been 
placed on record, 

33. PW-14, Sh. S. K. Roy, has further claimed in his affidavit 

Ex.PW-14/1, that the top brass of DHD (J) set up several camps and 
bases in different areas of N. C. Hills, Karbi Anglong district and in 
foreign countries including Nepal for providing shelter and arms 
training to their cadres for waging war against the State. It is also 
claimed that DHD (J) is maintaining an unholy nexus with NSCN (IM), 
which has been providing them all forms of logistic support including 
training to the DHD (J) cadres. It also arranged bases in the Sylhet 
district of Bangladesh for the safe shelter of the Chairman of the outfit. 
DHD (J) is also claimed to have established unholy nexus with other 
insurgent groups of North Eastern Region including the Anti-Talk 
group of NDFB of Assam and that these outfits provide all sorts of help 
including weapons and sheltering places to the DHD (J) cadres. The 
DHD has acquired all kinds of sophisticated weapons including AK- 
Series Rifles and Rocket Launchers and their leaders have maintained 
foreign links for acquisition of arms and ammunitions through Lia @ 
Joseph Mizo, an arms dealer of Myanmarese Mizo origin. Besides 
acquisition of weapons, the outfit also collected sophisticated 
communication devises from abroad. The leadership of the outfit 
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visited Foreign Countries and neighbouring States of the Indian Union 
including Nepal, Thailand and Malaysia, and established contact with 
militant groups and arms dealers with a view to procure arms and 
ammunition and arranging safe hideouts. 

34. PW-14 has further stated that cadres of DHD (J) have been 
extorting huge amount of money from businessmen, government 
employees, contractors and various individuals either by serving 
extortion notices or by criminal intimidation. It is claimed that the 
recent recovery of huge amount of cash of Rs. 1.50 crores in two 
separate incidents is an extreme form of depredatory activities of the 
outfit in extorting money in the N. C. Hills district. It is further 
claimed that many cases of looting/extortion have remained unreported 
to police as the aggrieved persons are afraid of lodging any formal 
compliant with the police for fear of reprisal by DHD (J). Documents 
filed in support of these avennents stand exhibited. 

35. In his examination-in-chief, PW-14, has reiterated that the 
aims and objects of DHD (J) are to create separate State for Dimasa 
people of N. C. Hills district and adjoining Dimasa inhabited areas, 
through violent means and armed struggle. He has further stated that 
members of the said outfit are involved in killing innocent people and 
government officials, and that they also indulge in extortions and 
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kidnapping and sometimes they even attack election observers and 
officials of Mega Projects, which are under progress in the State. 

36. In his cross-examination by learned counsel representing 
DHD(J), PW-14 has stated that his entire evidence in based on the 
inputs received by the department from various sources and also the 
statement made by various witnesses during the course of the 
investigation of the cases. He has also stated in his cross-examination 
that after the laying down of the arms before the Chief Minister of State 
Government on 2.10.2009, members of DHD (J) are residing in the 
designated camps of the State Government, However, he has also 
stated that, based on inputs received by the department from various 
sources, including intelligence agencies, they are in possession of 
information that some cadres of DHD (J) are still out and they have not 
laid down their arms and there^ is an apprehension that these members 
of DHD (J) may be indulging in unlawful activities. 

37. PW-15, Ms. Banya Gogoi, is the Superintendent of Police, 
Special Operation Unit (SOU), Assam, Special Branch Headquarter, 
Guwahati. She is responsible for monitoring the terrorist activities in 
the entire State of Assam. All the SSPs and SPs of the various districts 
in the State sent their report regarding unlawful activities of terrorist 
organizations including DHD (J), operating in the State of Assam, to 
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her. She has filed her evidence by way of affidavit exhibit PW-15/1 
stating that after the surrender of the majority of the cadres of Dimasa 
National Security Force (in short DNSF) before the Government in 
1994, one break away factiou of DNSF under the leadership of Bijoy 
Naiding gave rise to a new outfit under the name and style of ‘'Dima 
Flalom Daogah (DHD)'' with tlie objective to liberate the erstwhile 
Kachari Kingdom in the name and style of “Dimaraji State” by waging 
war against supposed '‘Indian Colonial ism” through armed struggle. 
Bijoy Niading could not continue as the leader of the group for a longer 
time, ostensibly for personal reasons for which Joel Garlosa @ Mihir 
Barman @ Baringdao Dimasa became the Chairman of the outfit and 
Dilip Nunisa became its Vice Chairman. The cadres of the DHD 
indulged in various subversive activities like killing, kidnapping, 
explosion, extortion etc. But due to constant pressure of the Counter 
Insurgency Operations, the DFID suffered significant losses in terms of 
men and weaponry. As a result, DFID came under cease-fire agreement 
with the Government of India and Government of Assam w.e.f 
01.01.03. When the cease-fire was progressing, Joel Garlosa again 
went into hiding into deep jungles of the N. C. Hills w ith some of his 
follow'ers and formed an outfit under the name and style of “Black 
Widow” in the year 2004. Later, the outfit changed its nomenclature as 
Dima Halom Daogah (Joel). The DHD (J) outfit is continuing its 
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armed struggle since its formation for a full fledged “Dimasa 

Statehood”, self governance power, full autonomy, exclusive right on 

land and resources etc. The area of operation of the outfit includes the 

entire N. C. Hills district and part of Karbi-Anglong and Cachar 

districts. These averments are based on the interrogation statements 

recorded during investigations of the cases registered in the various 

districts. Certified copies of the relevant extracts have been placed on 

record in these proceedings and stand exhibited. This witness has 

reiterated the statement made by PW-14, Sh. S. K. Roy, Joint Secretary, 

Government of Assam with regard to DHD maintaining unholy nexus 

with other terrorist organizations, procuring arms and ammunitions 

from neighbouring countries, setting up training camps in adjoining 

hills districts and their involvement in incidents of violence, 

kidnappings and extortion. 

38. PW-15, Ms. Banya Gogoi, has also, proved exhibit PW- 

15/2, filed along with the affidavit of PW-14, Sh. S. K. Roy, which is a 
gist of DHD (J) extremists related incidents during the year 2006 upto 
11.8.2009. The document lists 247 incidents, their date/place of 
occurrence, and a brief gist of each incident along with the Sections 
under which the cases have been registered. The witness has stated that 
she herself has prepared this list giving summary of the incidents of 
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violence, which took place in the State of Assam. During her 
examination-in-chief, she produced the original records of all the 
incidents. A copy of the list prepared by her is stated to have been 
forwarded to Sh. S. K. Roy under letter dated 31.10.2009 and was filed 
before this Tribunal by Sh. S. K. Roy along with his affidavit. 

39. In her cross-examination by learned counsel for DHD (J), 
she has stated that she came to know^ about the aims and objects of 
DHD (J) from the statements made by their members during the course 
of investigations of several cases and that the incidents detailed by her 
in exhibit PW-15/2 are primarily based on the inputs from the 
Superintendent of Police of various districts and the investigating 
officers. 

40. PW-16, Sh. R. R. Jha is the Director to the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Home Affairs. He has proved his affidavit 
exhibit as Ex. PW-16/1 wherein he has stated that DHD (J) has been 
engaged in an armed struggle for achieving their undeclared objective 
for creation of a separate State for Dimasas comprising whole of North 
Cachar Hills District and adjoining Dimasa inhabited areas of Karbi 
Anglong, Cachar and Nagaon districts of Assam and parts of Dimapur 
district of Nagaland. He has further stated that the outfit is engaged in 
large scale violence and subversive activities, challenging the authority 
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of the State and indulging in other forms of violence which constitute a 
threat to the security of the State and integrity of India. He has further 
stated that DHD (J) cadres have been indulging in attacks on civilians 
and security forces, extortion from civilians including businessman, 
transporters, government departments, industrial units and institutions 
such as the N. C. Hills Autonomous Council, attacks on trains and 
railway stations in N. C. Hills District and sabotage by way of removal 
of fish plates and tracks, targeting of infrastructure projects, targeting 
of cadres and families of the break away faction of DHD, triggering 
ethnic violence among Dimasas and Zemei Nagas in the N. C. Hills 
district etc. The DHD (J) is stated to have been involved in 22 
incidents in the year 2006, 65 incidents in the year 2007 and 59 
incidents in the year 2008. These incidents resulted in the killing of 
139 persons, including 32 security personnel, 

41. PW-16, Mr. R. R. Jha, has further stated in his affidavit 

that DHD (J) has remained insincere towards the peace process in the 
past. Earlier it had declared a cease-fire for three months from March, 
2008, which it withdrew on 10^^ May 2008. It again declared a 
unilateral cease-fire from 16^^ May, 2008 for one month after which it 
renewed its violent activities. It is further stated that DHD (J) has links 
with National Socialist Council of Nagaland (Issac/Muivah) (NSCN 
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(I/M)) and various other Insurgent Groups like United People’s 
Democratic Solidarity (UPDS), Umar and Kuki militant outfits viz., 
Hmar Peoples Convention (Democratic) and Kuki National Front 
(Semthing Faction) etc. The outfit is also reported to have links with 
National Democratic Front of Boroland (NDFB) which has been 
declared as ‘unlawful association’ under the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967. Revelations of an arrested NSCN (I/M) cadre 
on lO'^ June, 2007 had indicated that the camps of DHD (J) in Assam 
are also used by NSCN (I/M). The camps of UPDS in Karbi Anglong 
districts are also used by DHD (J) cadres. The outfit has hideout in 
Bangladesh also. He has also stated that the activities of the outfit are 
detrimental to and disruptive of the territorial integrity of India, 
subversion of Constitution of India and seriously threaten the security 
of the State, which is an unlawful activity as defined under Section 2(o) 
of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967. He has proved 
exhibit PW-16/1A, which is the Notification issued by the Ministry of 
Home Affairs banning Dima Halam Daogah (Joel) along with all its 
factions, wdngs and front organizations; and also exhibit PW-16/1B, 
which is the gist of DFID (J) extremists related incidents for the period 
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from 1.1.2003 to 15.5.2009. 
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42. In his examination-in-chief, PW-16, Mr. R. R. Jha, has 
referred to the 1. B. reports and also the reports from the Intelligence 
and Security Agencies, containing sensitive information on the 
activities of DHD (J). He has also stated that post July, 2009, the 
government has information that one faction of DHD (J) has still not 
surrendered and is still indulging in extortions and other unlawful 
activities. 

43. In his cross-examination PW-16 has stated that the 
incidents referred to in exhibit PW-16/1 are based on official records 
and not on his personal knowledge. He also denied any knowledge as 
to whether any FIR involving members of DHD (J) has been registered 
post July, 2009. He also could not name any particular faction of DHD 
(J), which had not surrendered so far. 

44. The respondent Organization examined two witnesses 
namely Sh. Devojit Bathari (DW-1) and Sh. D. Naiding (DW-2). DW- 
1, Sh. Devojit Bathari @ David Dimasa has filed his evidence by way 
of affidavit exhibit DW-1/1 stating that he has been authorized by the 
Association to file reply to the notice issued by this Tribunal. He has 
further stated that the evidence filed by PW-2, Mr. P. K. Bhuyan, dates 
back to the year 2007 and the instances are very stale in nature and 
therefore, such evidence cannot be considered for the purpose of 
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confirming the Notification and as such the Notification is liable to be 
cancelled. While referring to the other evidence adduced by the State, 
he has stated that the same cannot be relied for the purpose ot 
confirming the Notification. He has further stated that the evidence led 
by PW-15, Ms. Banya Gogoi, is not admissible as the same does not 
disclose the source of her knowledge and is also not based on tacts as 
after laying down the arms, the members as well as the top leaders are 
residing in the designated camps monitored by the State as well as the 
Central Agencies and there has not been any report ot their 
involvement in subversive and prejudicial activities and it is a mere 
apprehension on the part of PW-15 that the Association would further 
involve itself in prejudicial activities after laying down their arms. He 
has further stated that the State Government as well as the Central 
Government have already initiated peace process with the Organization 
and that the Organization has already entered into a cease fire 
agreement with the Government of Assam and, as per the agreement, 
all the members as well as the top leaders have laid down their arms, 
and are living in the designated camps and, since the date of agreement, 
they have not violated any ground rules, and there has not been any 
compliant regarding their involvement in any anti social activities and 
as such Notification declaring the Association as unlawful is liable to 
be revoked. 
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45. In his examination-in-chief, DW-l, Sh. Devojit Bathari, 

has stated that on 2.10.2009, ?11 the members of DIID (J) have 
surrendered the arms before the Hon’ble Chief Minister and Joint 
Secretary, N.E., Ministry of Home Affairs at a function held at 
Haflong. He proved exhibit DW-1/2, which is a photocopy of a news 
report published in Assam Tribune relating to the surrender. He also 
proved exhibit DW-l/lB, which is a photocopy of the certificate dated 
11.11.2009 issued by the Additional Director General of Police, Special 
Branch, Assam, to the effect that, ‘"the DHD (Jewel Group) has laid 
down their arms and ammunition in a ceremony held at Haflong on 2"^ 
October, 2009 and 416 cadres of the organization excluding the cadres 
now in judicial custody in connection with criminal cases have joined 
in the designated camps in N.C. Hills. The Government of Assam and 
the Government of India have Uircad y initiated peace process with the 
outfit DHD (J). Negotiation with the leaders of the organization on 
their substantive demands is continuing. The cadres of the DHD (J) 
organization have been maintaining peace and not found involved in 
violence after laying down their arms and ammunition to join the 
mainstream.” He also proved exhibit DW-l/lC, which is a photocopy 
of the ground rules for peace process between the Government of 
Assam and the DITD (J). He has further stated that after laying down 
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the arms, he along with all the members of DHD (J) are staying in the 
designated camp at Jatinga, Haflong, N.C. Hills, and that they are not 
allowed to keep any arms and ammunitions in the designated camps. 

46. In his cross-examination, DW-1, has stated that he has 

filed his affidavit exhibit DW-1/1 being a member of DHD (J) but has 
no authority or authorization to file reply or give evidence on behalf of 
DHD (J). He has also stated that he has never met Mihir Barman @ 
Joel Garlosa @ Debojit Singha either in the month of November or 
December, 2009, He also admitted that he has not been in possession 
of any authorization from Mr. Joel Garlosa or on behalf of DHD (J). 
He also admitted knowing Mr. Prakash Dimasa and Mr. Morong 
Dimasa, Commanders of DHD (J), He also admitted that there are 
various zones of DHD (J) and that Prakash Dimasa and Morong 
Dimasa are Commanders of South Zone. He has further stated in his 
cross-examination that the headquarters of the Organization is at Dima 
Bong Halali and that the Organization was established in the year 2003 
to fight for the rights of Dimasa people, including territorial rights, 
which also includes their demand for an autonomous State for Dimasa 
people. He also admitted that the members of DHD (J) were arrested 
by the police in various incidents of violence and other such acts but he 
could not say as to how many such persons were arrested by the police. 
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He further stated that Mr. Niranjan Hojai is presently the Commander- 
in-chief of DHD (J) and in the absence of the Chairman, Mr. Joel 
Garlosa, who is in police custody, Mr. Niranjan Hojai is conducting the 
affairs of the organization. He named Mr. Franke Dimasa as the 
Foreign Secretary of DHD (J). He could not stale the source of the 
procurement of arms for D1 ID (J) and stated that there is no record of 
arms and ammunitions maintained by the outfit. He admitted that none 
of the members of DHD (J) had deposited any arms to SP, N.C. Hills 
district on or after 13.10.2009 when the document containing the 
ground rules for peace process between the Government of Assam and 
DHD (J) was signed. He further stated, in his cross-examination by 
learned counsel for the State of Assam, that the arms and ammunitions 
were kept by them for their own safely, and that he had surrendered 
AK-M16 on 2.10.2009 and that prior to 2.10.2009 he had been staying 
in the jungles of N.C. Hills. 

47. DW-2, Mr. D. Naiding is the President of the Dimasa 

Apex Body Central Committee, an NGO, having its office at Haflong, 
N.C. Hills, working in the field of peace, development and social 
upliftment. He has proved his affidavit exhibit DW-2/1 wherein he has 
stated that the Dimasa Apex Body Central Committee has over the year 
been working for the upliftment for the Dimasa people as well as in the 
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North Cachar Hills district and has also been working for making peace 

and tranquility in the aforesaid region. He has further stated that the 

Apex Body has welcomed the surrender of arms by the DHD (J) cadres 

on 2.10.2009 but so far no peace talks have been started by the State 

Government or the Central Government even though the Association 

has not resorted to any activity prejudicial to the State. He has further 

stated that members of DHD (J) who laid down their arms are residing 

in designated camps monitored by Central and State Agencies and there 

has not been any report of their members being involved in any 

prejudicial activities since the laying down of arms by them. In his 

examination-in-chief, he has reiterated that the State Government has 

yet not fulfilled the demands of DHI3 (J) except appointing Mr. P. C. 

Haidar as an interlocutor in the peace process. 

48. In his cross-examination by the learned Additional 

Solicitor Generaf DW-2, has stated that his Organization is not a 
registered body and that they have not applied for registration. He 
further stated in his cross-examination that in the year 2005, he 
personally visited the jungle to meet the activists of DHD (J) to 
convince them to join the mainstream and met their then Commander- 
in-Chief, Mr. Shymol Lanthasa, who agreed to the proposal but was 
later on killed in the jungles of N.C. Hills. He admitted, as correct, that 
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the demand of DIU) (J) is for a separate autonomous State within the 
State of Assam. In his cross-examination by the learned counsel for the 
State of Assam, he has stated that he was not aware as to whether in fact 
all the members of DIID (J) have surrendered their arms. 

49. Mr. A. S. Chandiok, learned Additional Solicitor General 

of India, submitted that the cadres of DUD (J) have regularly been 
engaged in violent incidents including attacks on civilians and security 
forces, extortion from civilians including businessmen, transporters, 
government departments, industrial units and institutions and have also 
caused sabotage to railway lines by removing fish plates, targeting of 
infrastructure projects and triggering ethnic violence amongst Dimasas 
and Zamei Nagas in the N.C. Hills district. Their involvement in such 
incidents is consistent since their formation in the year 2003 and their 
actions are intended to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial integrity 
of India, within the meaning of “Unlawful Activity’' as defined in 
Section 2(o) of the Act. It is, thus, submitted that the Central 
Government was justified in declaring DHD (J) as an “unlawful 
association” within the meaning of unlawful association as defined in 
sub-Section (p) of Section 2 of the Act and to issue the Notification 
declaring it to be so in terms of sub-Section (1) of Section-3 of the Act. 


The learned ASG further stated that while it is correct that some cadres

of DHD (J) have laid down their arms on 2”^ October, 2009 but it has 
been specifically stated by PW>I4, PW-15 & PW-16, based on 
intelligence reports, that a section of their cadres have yet not 
surrendered their arms and arc still hiding in the jungles. Learned ASG 
further stated that the laying down of the arms can, in any case, be not a 
ground not to confirm the Notification since on two earlier occasions, 
the organization had declared cease-fire but then they never honoured 
their own statements. 

50. Learned ASG further submitted that the reply filed on 

behalf of the respondent organization cannot be considered for the 
reason that DW-1, Mr. Devojit Bathari, who has filed the reply on 
behalf of the Association has admitted in his cross-examination that he 
had no authority or authorization to file reply or give evidence on 
behalf of DHD (J) and that he had never met Mr. Joel Garlosa in this 
connection. He goes on to reiterate, in his cross-examination, that he 
has not been in possession of any authorization from Mr. Joel Garlosa 
or on behalf of DHD (J) to file the reply or tender his evidence. It is 
submitted that sub-Section (2) of Section 4 provides that on receipt of a 
reference under sub-Section (1), the Tribunal shall call upon the 
“Association affected by notice in writing to show cause” why the 


Association should not be declared unlawful. It is submitted that the 
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51. Learned ASG, while referring to document exhibit DW- 

1/1C, further submitted that this document, executed on 13.10.2009, 
purportedly lays down the ground rules for peace process between the 
Government of Assam and DHD (J). In terms of Clause 7 relating to 
‘weapons’, it has been noted that all weapons of DHD (J) “will be 
deposited” to SP, N.C. Hills district and records of the same will be 
made available to the Army and PNF and maintained at the armoury of 
the 5^*^ APBn, Sontila and Clause 8 provides that DHD (J) will not keep 
any weapons outside the designated camps and no member of DHD (J) 
will bear any arms either inside or outside the camp. It is submitted 
that, since the date of execution of this document, not even a single 
weapon has been deposited by the cadres of DHD (J) and their cadres 
continue to be involved in unlawful activities. It is further submitted 
that the government has definite intelligence inputs and reports from 
other security agencies, to the effect that a large faction of DliD (J) has 
yet not surrendered and arc hiding in the jungles and indulging in 
unlawful activities as before. Learned ASG also referred to the 
document exhibit PW-14/1C, which shows the district wise figures of 
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incidents attributable to DHD (J) from 2006 to 11*'’ August, 2009 and 
also to the document exhibit PW-15/2, which is the gist of DMD (J) 
extremist related incidents during the year 2006 upto 1August, 2009. 
I was taken through the gist of incidents mentioned in PW-15/2. 
Learned counsel also took me through the statements of the witnesses 
recorded during the course of investigation of various cases as also the 
seizure memos, detailing the sophisticated arms and ammunitions 
seized from the DHD (J) cadres in the cases relied upon by the State. 

52. Learned ASG lastly argued that DHD (J) has been 

maintaining strong links with similar insurgent groups within India and 
across the border and have been coordinating with them for 
procurement of arms and training and shelter for their cadres. The 
Association has strong links with National Socialist Council of 
h'agaland (Isaac/Muivah). United Peoples Democratic Solidarity, Hmar 
and Kuki Militant outfits and Nationa) Democratic Front of Boroland. 
He further submitted that the respondent organization also has hideouts 
in Bangladesh. These organizations have already been declared 
unlawful by the government and the activities indulged in by the cadres 
of DHD (J) demand that the Notification banning the Organization be 
confirmed. 
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53. Mr. Avijit Roy, learned counsel for the State of Assam, 

adopted the arguments made by the learned Additional Solicitor 
General besides filing the written submission and prayed that the 
Notification banning the Organization be confirmed. 

54. Mr. Azim H. Laskar, learned counsel for the respondent 
Organization also filed his written submission. He submitted that the 
evidence of the prosecution witnesses is based on official records and 
no witness deposed from their personal knowledge about the 
involvement of DHD (J) in the alleged incidents. He referred to the 
judgment in the case of Janiaat-c-ls!ami Hind Vs. Union of India 
(1995) 1 see 428. He further submitted that the documents sought to 
be relied upon by the prosecution witnesses arc derived from official 
records and the witnesses, who deposed on such documents, did not 
prepare them. It is also submitted that the incidents alleged by the 
prosecution witnesses were stale in character and as such there was no 
compelling reason for declaring the Organization as unlawful. In 
support of this argument, he referred to the decision of the Supreme 
Court in Mohammad Jafar Vs. Union of India 1994 SCC Suppl. 2 
Page 1. 

55. ■ Counsel for the respondent further submitted that the 
various statements recorded under Section 161 of the Code of Criminal 
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Procedure in the respective IdR’s cannot be read against the outfit 
being inadmissible in evidence. The other contention raised by the 
counsel for the respondent was that all the members of the outfit had en 
masse surrendered w'ith arms and ammunition on 2"^ of October, 2009 
at Haflong before the Chief Minister of the State and thereafter no 
justification can be found with the decision of the Government to ban 
the organization. It is submitted that members of the Organization, 
including their top leaders, having surrendered, it cannot be said that 
the Association is continuing its activities within the meaning of 
Section 41 of the Act and as such there is no reasonable ground for 
confirming the Notification and the same is liable to be rejected. 


56. On the question whether the statement recorded under Section 
161 Cr. P.C. can be taken into consideration by the Tribunal or not, in 
Union of India Vs. Students Islamic Movement of India & Ors., 99 
(2002) DLT147 . it was observed by the Delhi High Court 


'The confessional statements referred to and relied 
upon by the Government, were recorded during 
investigation of the criminal cases in which they 
were arrested. Section 25 of the Evidence Act 
provides that no confession made to a police officer 
shall be proved against a person accused of any 
offence. The expression 'a person accused of an 
offence' describes the person against whom evidence 
is sought to be proved in a criminal case. The 
adjective clause 'accused of an offence' Is, therefore, 
descriptive of the person against whom a confession 
is sought to be proved. The confessional statements 
can be used in civil proceedings and other collateral 
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proceedings under the Criminal Procedure Code. 
The inquiry before this Tribunal is clearly not a trail 
against the accused persons, who made the 
confessional statements. Therefore, in my 
considered view, confessional statements made by 
the accused persons during investigation of different 
cases to be police or before the Court, would not be 
hit by Section 25 of the Evidence Act and are 
admissible in evidence, to show whether the accused 
persons were or are the members of the association, 
as well as to show whether the activities of the 
association are unlawful or not." 


In Suman & Ors. Vs. State of Tamil Nadu, AIR 1986 (Madras) 
318, it was held:- 

'7f has to be remembered that when Section 25 
refers to a confession which is not permitted to be 
proved as against a person accused of any offence, it 
refers to a confession made by an accused person 
which is proposed to be proved against him to 
establish an offence. The scope of Section 25 is, 
therefore, restricted only to a confession made by a 
person who is an accused that is being used in a 
proceeding to establish an offence against him ." 


Based on the above judgments it is manifest that the statements of 
various witnesses recorded under section 161 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure are admissible in evidence to examine the question as to 
whether the cadre members of DHD (J) were involved in various 
unlawful activities or not. 

57. Admittedly, the respondent Organization has not denied any of the 
incidents cited by the State Government despite all documents filed by 
the Central Government as well as the State Government having been 
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furnished to them. There is nothing on record or even a denial by the 
respondent Organization to the effect that they have not indulged in the 
activities alleged against them or that they have not maintained links 
with other insurgent groups within and outside the State as also across 
the border. There are clear admissions by members of the Organization 
themselves, in their statements recorded during the course of 
investigation of various cases that they have indulged in unlawful 
activities within the meaning of Section 2(o) of the Act. It would be 
pertinent, at this stage, to refer to the statement of Sh. Subrata Thausen 
@ Paiprang Dimasa, Publicity Secretary of DITD (J), recorded under 
Section 164 Cr.P.C. in Case No. 33/2007 filed along with the evidence 
of PW-1, Mr. Anurag Tankha, wherein he has given a detailed account 
of the activities of the respondent DIID (J) and their links with other 
insurgent groups. The statement reads as under:- 


I am working as the Publicity Secy, of the DHD (J). 
I complete the basic training for 25 days of the 
organization at west Karbi Anglong particularly in the 
place “Charancha Camp” in the month of June, 2005. 
My training instructors were Franky Dimasa and 
Badarpur Dimasa tax Commander, . My base camp was 
in Nagaland i.e. in boundary of N.C. Hills crossing the 
village Laisong and Tungje. My main duties were to 
give advertisement in TV, Radio, and Newspapers etc. 
As I know in terms of tax Rs. 1,50,35,000/- had come to 
me from Mr. Daniel Dimasa @ Danbroto @ Debolal 
Gorlosa. Out of this fund I sent Rs.75,00,000/- to Sri 
Niranjan Hojai and Sri Jewel Gorolosa through Mr. 
Franky Dimasa in 3 times. The tax commanders are 
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required to collect fund. 1 am not to collect fund. The 
major amount of fund we received for the Oorganization 
is from the Bamboo merchant Mr, R. S. Gandhi as we 
took Rs.4,50,00,000/- from Sri. R.S. Gandhi. 

At first during the month oi’ November/December in 
2006 under the leadership of Mr. Daniel Dimasa and Mr. 
Daku Dimasa (ci) Athan Ilafila, along with 15 other 
cadres kidnapped Mr. R. S. Gandhi and kept him in the 
deep jungle (temporary camp) of Diyungbra and were 
kept there about 15 days. Then the son of Mr. R. S. 
Gandhi accompanied by Lt. P. Langthasa paid 
Rs.4,50,00,000/- to our organization to Mr. Daniel 
Dimasa and Mr. Daku Singh @ Athan Ilafila. On receipt 
of this fund Mr. R. S. Gandhi had been released. Out of 
this fund on different date I received Rs. 1,50,35,000/- 
and this fund was sent to me on different dates. I paid 
Rs.75,00,000/- to Mr. Jewel Garlosa and Mr. Niranjan 
Hojai who were at Kathmandu, Nepal through Mr. 
Franky Dimasa & Jiten Jorosa as they asked the same 
over phone. Another amount of Rs. 10,00,000/- 1 paid to 
Mr. Franky Dimasa @ Jiten Jorosa for transportation 
expenditure etc. 

Another Rs. 10,00,000/- I paid to Major Simri Tankhul, 
the Assam Commander of NSCN (IM). The remaining 
amount had been spent in the treatment in medicine etc. 
of the boys of our organization, fhe cadres of UPDS, 
NSCN (IM), HPC (D) they gave us shelter and stay and 
work with us. The incident of the attack of Mr. Dilip 
Nunisa, Chairman of DHD (CF) is known to me. In this 
attack Sarbashri James Dimasa @ Pranit Haflongbar, 
Badarpur Dimasa @ Dinob Sengyung, Sanu Dimasa, I 
heard that in that incident one Kuki civilian was killed 
while attempt was actually made to Mr. Dilip Nunisa. 
There is no women, cadre in our organization. In the 
incident of kidnap of Mr. R, S. Gandhi, Sarbashri Daniel, 
Daku, Galambla Dimasa were involved. The rest of the 
amount out of Rs.4.5 crorcs beyond what I got was with 
Mr. Daniel Dimasa @ Debolal Gorolosa. I know the 
incident of killing of FA. C.1:.M. NCFIAC Pumendra 
Langthasa, Nindu Langthasa F’x. 1;.M. and Ajit Bodo, 
Dy. Chairman NCMAC. Purnendu and Nindu Langthasa 
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were killed by Daniel, Mahajan, Galambia and Garden at 
village Langlai Hashnu. At that time none of them took 
any money from them, fhe cause of his killing from our 
organization is that as we demanded 3 constituencies of 
NCHAC for Dimasas, out of 5 newly created 
constituencies of the Council but he gave 2 
constituencies to Dimasas namely Semkhor and Hamren. 
It was the final decision conveyed by Sarbashri Jewel 
Gorolosa and Niranjan Ilojai and Chairman-cum-C-in-C 
of DHD (J), Mr. Niranjan Mojai and Jewel Gorolosa 
demanded Pumendu Langthasa the then CEM, NCHAC 
over phone to keep 3 constituencies reserved for 
Dimasas and Langthasa also assured them so over phone. 
But finally he kept 2 seats for Dimasas. After this they 
(Jewel and Niranjan) sent a list of 5 persons to all the 4 
zonal commanders to kill. These 5 persons under hit list 
of order for killing were: (1) Purnendu Langthasa, (2) 
Nindu Langthasa, (3) Ajil Bodo, (4) Kethanon Bathari 
and (5) Bhadramonoi Langthasa. 

Ajit Bodo the then Dy. Chairman of NCHAC was killed 
by Slairing Dimasa of DHI3 (J) at Kalachand. The arms 
and ammunition we use for operations are mostly 
supplied by I.aliiana mizo a smuggler of Arms of 
Aizwal, Mizoram. Some arms and ammunition had been 
received and are being given to us from time to time by 
NSCN (IM) and HPC (D). fhe supplier usually carried 
the arms and ammunition to Assam-Meghalaya Border at 
Umrangso and Nagaland Border and we paid them the 
cost there and carrying them to our camps. 


We also demanded 10% the total earning of KHLP and 
NEPCO, Umrangsho and local employees. We 
demanded full pollution control by M/s. Vinay Cement 
Ltd., Umrangso. I know the incidents of burning of 
trucks, killing of truck drivers, killing of home-guards 
etc. which occurred under the control of our zonal 
commanders. It is true that wc had extorted money from 
the contractors of NHAI arid BG conversion and these 
were organized by the Tax Commanders but no political 
leaders are involved in these matters. 
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After spreading of this rumor our news Mr. Niranjan 
Hojai issued instructions to 4 zonal commanders to 
withdraw the unilateral ceasefire and district that NHAI, 
BG workers, Nepco (KHEP Project), Vinay Cement etc. 
be attacked. It is true that we DfID (J) issued order 
immediately to kill persons Umrangso, Migrendisa, 
Phaiding, Mupa, Wadrengdisa etc. after the closure of 
declaration of unilateral ceasefire. I know that Slaring 
Dimasa and 7 other of DUD (J) are involved in the 
Migrendisa crime. 


I know the incident of killing of J.T. Roya Namlai of 
Fiangpui who was killed by Jaodao Dimasa @ Moret 
Langmailai of Gunjung area and Bele Dimasa of DHD 
(J) of Kalachand. Me was killed as he signed in a 
document opposing the proposal of creation of Dima 
Hasao Rajee district in place of N.C. Hills district. 

As I know about the massive killings of Umrangso and 
massive damages and destructions were caused to our 
zonal commanders and cadres as the M/s. Viney Cement 
Ltd. did not take step in pollution control and we 
demanded Rs.50 lacs from them which they did not 
comply. We DIID (J) asked them to close the factory 
but they did not comply. We threatened the labourers to 
stop works but they did not follow. These are main 
reasons of Umrangso incidents. I could nra f - 
interview of all the incidents, llou ever. i gax e a re\. 
interviews in NE T.V. News over phtine. 


58. As to the nature of enquiry to be held by the tribunal, the 
Supreme Court in Jamat-E-Islami Hind Ks. Union of India, JT 1995 
(1) SC31. Supreme Court has held 
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"Section 4 dea/s with reference to the Tribunal, sub- 
Section (1) requires the Central Government to refer 
the Notification issued under sub-Sect!on (1) of 
Section 3 to the Tribunal "for the purpose of 
adjudicating whether or not there is sufficient cause 
for declaring the association unlawful''. The purpose 
of making the reference to the Tribunal is an 
adjudication by The Tribunal of the existence of 
sufficient cause for making the declaration. The 
words "adjudicating" and "sufficient cause" in the 
context are of significance. Sub-Section (2) requires 
the Tribunal, on receipt of the reference, to call upon 
the association affected 'by notice in writing to show 
cause' why the association should not be declared 
unlawful. This requirement would be meaningless 
unless there is effective notice of the basis on which 
the declaration is made and a reasonable 
opportunity to show cause prescribes an inquiry by 
the Tribunal, in the manner specified, after 
considering the cause shown to the said notice. The 
Tribunaf may also call for such other information as 
it may consider necessary from the Central 
Government or the association to decide whether or 
not there is sufficient cause for declaring the 
association to be unlawful. The Tribunal is required 
to make an order which it may deem fit "either 
confirming the declaration made in the Notification 
or canceling the same". The nnture of inquiry 
contemplated bv the Tribunal requires it to weigh 
the material on which the Notification under Sub- 
Section (1) of Section 3 is issued by the Central 
Government the cause shown bv the association in 
reply to the notice issued to it and take into 
consideration such further information which it may 
call for, to decide the existence of sufficient cause 
for declaring the association to be unlawful. The 
entire procedure contemplates an objective 
determination made on the basis of material placed 
before the Tribunal bv the two sides: and the Injury 
is in the nature of adjudication of a I is between two 
parties, the outcome of which depends on the weight 
of the material produced by them. Credibility of the 
material should, ordinarily, be capable of objective 
assessment. The decision to be made by the 
Tribunal is "whether or not there is sufficient cause 
for declaring the association unlawful". Such a 
determination requires the Tribunaf to reach the 
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declaration outweighs the material against it and the 
additional weight to support the declaration is 
sufficient to sustain it. The test of greater 
probability appears to be the pragmatic test 
applicable in the context ." 


Supreme Court in Para 14 further held that:- 

'Tn Section 4, the words "adjudicating" and "decide" 
have a legal connotation in the context of the inquiry 
made by the Tribunal constituted by a sitting Judge 
of a High Court. The Tribunal is required to 'decide' 
after 'notice to show cause' by the process of 
'adjudicating' the points in controversy. There are 
the essential attributes of a judicial decision." 


59. In Union of India Vs. Tulsiram Patef AIR 1985 SC 1416, 

a Constitution Bench of the court had the occasion of considering the 

expressions “law and order”, “public order”, “security of the State”, 

which are used in different Acts. In Para 140 of the judgment, their 

Lordships observed as under:- 

"The expression 'law and order', 'public order' and 
'security of the State' have been used in different 
Acts. Situations which affect "public order" are 
graver than those which affect "law and order" and 
situations which affect "security of the State" are 
graver than those which affect "public order". Thus, 
of those situations those which affect "security of the 
State" are the gravest. Danger to the security of the 
State may arise from without or within the State. 

The expression "security of the State" does not mean 
security of the entire country or a whole State. It 
includes security of a part of the State. It also 
cannot be confined to an armed rebellion or revolt. 

There are various ways in which security of the State 
can be affected. It can be affected by the State 
secrets or information relating to defence production 
or similar matters being passed on to the other 
countries, whether inimical or not to our country, or 
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by secret links with terrorists. It is difficult to 
enumerate the various ways In which security of the 
State can be affected. The way in which security of 
the State is affected may be either open or 
clandestine." 

60. In the face of the clear depiction of the activities of the 
respondent organization, as noted above by their own Publicity 
Secretary, as also similarly indicting statements by their cadres during 
the course of investigation of various cases, which have gone 
unrebutted despite ample opportunity given to the respondent 
organization, and also the import of aforesaid judgments, it cannot but 
be held that the Central (jovernment was justified in issuing the 
Notification banning the respondent Organization. 

61. So far as the argument advanced by learned counsel for 
the respondent Organization is concerned that the witnesses produced 
by the State are all official witnesses and have deposed before this 
Tribunal in their official capacity, in my considered view, these 
witnesses have deposed on the basis of official records and it is not 
necessary that they ought to have personal knowledge of incidents 
referred to by them since during the course ol service; the routine 
administrativ'e rotations do not permit the same official to continue in a 
particular position for a long period, i herefore, the credibility of the 
evidence cannot be doubted if the investigation of an incident or case 
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stands transferred from one officer to the other. The facts of the case 
cited by learned counsel arc clearly distinguishable from the facts at 
hand. 

62. So far as the submission of the learned counsel of the 
respondent with regard to the nature of cases relied upon by the State 
being “stale’', the argument is being noted only to be rejected. The 
respondent Organization has been in existence since 2003 and since 
then has been shown to be indulging in unlawful activities within the 
meaning of Section 2(o) of the Act. However, there has been no prior 
Notification based on these incidents banning the Organization. The 
cases cited by the State show a continuity of the unlawful activities 
since the inception of the respondent Organization and their 
continuation till date by a faction which has not surrendered. 

63. The incident of surrender of around 400 cadres of DFID (J) 
on 2.10.2009 cannot be a ground for not confirming the Notification as, 
based on intelligence inputs and reports from Security Agencies, PW- 
14, PW-15 & PW‘16 have specifically stated that a faction of the 
respondent Organization is still at large, hiding in-the jungles and 
indulging in unlawful activities. Fhc fact of laying down of arms and 
surrender of the cadres of the organization on 2^^^ October, 2009 is an 
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event which has taken place after the notification dated 9 July, 2009 
was issued by the Central Government and therefore it would be of no 
help to the respondent organization, more particularly when their 
unlawful activities are continuing. 

64. The evidence placed on record establishes that the 
ideology of DHD (J) is to undermine the integrity and sovereignty by 
waging an armed struggle and establish Dimasa Land. 
Notwithstanding the surrender by around 400 cadres of DHD (J) on 2 
October, 2009, the activities of the outfit are continuing and members 
of the organization are still at large, who have not surrendered. The 
evidence establishes 247 incidents committed by cadres of DHD (J) 
involving use of violence, extortion and kidnapping attempts and 
extortions and kidnapping actually carried out during the period from 
2006 to 11.8.2009 and further shows money collected which is being 
used for violent activities, fhe evidence placed on record also shows 
an attempt to seek patronage from external authorities across the border 
and establishes that apart from N. C. I Jills District, other districts of 
Karbi Anglong, Cachar and Nagaon in the State of Assam are affected 
by the unlawful activities of D1 ID (J). 

65. Apart from evidence led by the Central Government and 
the State of Assam, which was made available to learned counsel for 
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the respondent DHD (J), the Central Government also produced LB. 
reports and reports from the Intelligence and Security Agencies 
containing sensitive information on the activities of DHD (J). The said 
records have been perused by me and I am satisfied that the reports 
available with the government justified issuance of Notification dated 
9^*^ July, 2009 under Section 3(1) of Unlawful Activities (Prevention) 
Act, 1967, declaring DHD (J) along with all its factions, wings and 
front organization to be an unlawful association. 


66. Before parting with the judgment I would like to observe that 
Article 1(1) of the Constitution states that India, that is Bharat, shall be 
a Union of States. This Bharat, which has been so rightly called as a 
‘"Union” by our founding fathers, is under the threat of balkanization 
today. Moving the draft Constitution for the consideration of the 
Constituent Assembly, Dr. Ambcdkar, Chairman of the Drafting 
Committee explained the significance of the use of the expression 
“Union” in the following words 


’The Federation is a Union because it is 
indestructible. Though the country and the people 
may be divided into different States for 
convenience of administration the country is one 
integral whole, its people a single people living 
under a single imperium derived from a single 
source. The Americans had to wage a civil war to 
establish that the States have no right of secession 
and that their Federation was indestructible. The 
Drafting Committee thought that it was better to 
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make it clear at the outset rather than to leave it to 
speculation or to dispute." 

The Drafting Committee thus clearly attached great importance to the 
use of the term “Union” as symbolic of the determination of the 
Assembly to maintain the unity of the country. 

66. It has been observed that lately the demand for a separate State is 
resurrecting in different parts of the country. Article 2 of the 
Constitution of India states that Parliament, may by law, form a new 
State by separation of territory from any State or by uniting two or 
more States or parts of States by uniting any territory to a part of any 
State. Article 3 further gives power to the Parliament to alter the 
boundaries of any State or alter the name of any State. No doubt that 
Article 2 of the Constitution confers power on the Parliament to make 
any law to admit into the Union or establish new States on such terms 
and conditions as it thinks fit but many organizations by resorting to 
unlawful means want to put the clock back and want to disintegrate the 
nation for their self conceited demands on the basis of region, caste, 
culture or ethnic minority. The Constitution gives supreme and 
exclusive power to the Parliament by virtue of Articles 2, 3 and 4 to 
establish new States and hence a legitimate demand can no doubt be 
made. However, it cannot be overlooked that there is eruption of wide 
scale lawlessness, with expressions of constitutionally abhorrent 
thoughts and sentiments, and with worse than bestial actions which 
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disrupt and destroy lives of innocent people in our country in senseless 
bids to attract attention to actual or fancied grievances. In the wake of 
such heinous practices on their part, it cannot be said that their goals 
justify their means. 

67. Hence this present national scenario is certainly dismal from the 
point ot view of national integration. The recognition as a separate 
identity in the garb of protection of their language and culture is 
destroying the ethos of India as a nation of unity in diversity. We 
cannot forget that India is bound by a common culture that has 
flourished on this land many thousand years ago. 

68. The organizations with their activities arc not advocating their 
cause but further hampering their progress by killing and taking away 
the lives of innocent people. When violence is used against people in 
the name of regionalism, it is a criminal act and is punishable. These 
killings are not only crimes as but are also, and more disturbingly, a 
challenge to the very idea of India, fhe Constitution of India grants its 
citizens the right to live and work in any part of the Union. 

69. Regionalism is raising its demonic head, because of which the 
common Indian man stands tortured. This nation is the largest 
democracy in the world but such undemocratic sentiments are not signs 
of a nation entering its sixty third year of independence.

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70. We cannot forget that we are one nation from Kashmir to 
Kanyakumari and hence have to tread on the path of tolerance and 
patience to continue to make this nation a Sovereign Democratic 
Republic. 

71. For the forgoing reasons and considering the material 
placed on record, I am of the considered opinion that the activities of 
DHD(J), its members, followers and sympathizers are subversive in 
nature and detrimental to and disruptive of the territorial integrity of 
India, promote enmity between communities and seriously threaten the 
security of the State. Therefore, there is sufficient cause for declaring 
Dima Halam Daogah (Joel) along with all its factions, wings and front 
organizations to be unlawful associations pursuant to the Notification

dated 9 July, 2009 and accordingly, the said Notification is hereby 

confirmed. 

The reference stand answered in the terms mentioned above.
